He pointed at the Mediterranean 
area as vital to keep the door open 
into Russia and also to keep Ger- 
many and Japan from making con- 
fact.

“The quantities of men and equip- 
ment we have sent abroad have 
been limited by oné thing only 
ships," Lord Halifax said. “For 
those who talk about our keeping 
everything in the British Isles, here 
is our answer. It is a fact, not be- 
fore made public, that for months 
past no less than 80 per cent of our 
total military production, and every 
soldier for whom shipping space 
was available, have been sent over- 
seas.” 

To keep armies fighting overseas, 
to reinforce them and send them 
supplies, Britain has been using 300 
ships in continuous employment for 
the past year, Lord Halifax said. 
To protect these ships, to maintain 
the supply lines to North America 
and to hunt out the enemy, the 
Royal Navy has been keeping 600 
fighting ships at sea in all kinds 
of weather, 


PRODUCTION CLIMBS 

Turning to 
figures, the ambassador said twice 
as many tanks were being made as 
last August, three times as many as 


February, 1941 and five times as} 
many as July and August, 1940.

The new amendments were in- 
troduced by Hon. Lucien May- 
| nard, K.C., minister of municipal 
affairs, when the bill wae dis- 
cussed in. committee, 

The Statute of Limitations pro- 
vides that a debt becomes outlawed 
in six years unless it is kept in ef- 
fect by payments or acknowledge- 
ments. The Limitations of Actions 
Act amending bill reduced the 
limitation period from 10 to six 
years to conform with other acts. 


|TO ALLOW RENEWAL 

Mr. Maynard explained that the 
amendments were made to allow for 
a renewal of a mortgage debt, or to 
permit a mortgagee to obtain an 
acknowledgement if, under the re- 
duced limitation period, his rights 
would expire before April 1, 1943. 

Old store bills which were al- 
ready outlawed were not affected 
by the legislation, the minister 
said in reply to a question. Debts 
owed by the crown or government 
also are not affected by the Limit- 
ations Act, he said. 


A question as to what steps the 
Rovernment proposed to take to 
protect creditors as result of the 
fact that the Debt Adjustment Aci 
had been declared ultra vires was 
asked by, J. C. Mahaffy, K.C., Ind. 
Calgary. 

CREDITORS' POSITION 

He said many creditors had been 
prevented from taking action be- 
cause they had not been given per- 
mits under the Debt Adjustment Aci 
but a provision of this act said that 
the time during which an action 
Was barred was not to count as part 
of the period under the Statute of 
Limitations, 


Many of these debts were more 
than six years old and, with the 
Debt Adjustment Act ruled invalid, 
they did not now have its protec- 
tion. 

He suggested that a suitable 
amendment be made to the Limitg- 
tion of Actions Act for protection 
of these people 

George MacLachlan, Ind, Pem- 
bina, said that during the depres- 
sion storekeepers carried many 
rural people.

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Committee Work Gains Approval 


The committee, of which Mr. H. H. 
Parlee, K.C., was chairman, which in- 
vestigated the constitutional set-up of the 
University, evidently did a good job. The 
fact that the ,committee’s recommenda- 
tions have been embodied in a new Uni- 
versity Act, and thus become the legal 
framework of the institution, is in itself a 
tribute to the soundness of the conclusions 
reached. And outside the legislature there 
have been strong expressions of approval 
of the changes proposed and the thorough- 
going nature of the investigation from 
which they resulted. 

Many millions of provincial money 
have been invested in the University, and 
the annual grant of maintenance bulks 
large in the list of expenditures. But pub- 
lic concern in the institution is less on ac- 
count of the investment and the cost than 
in the standard of education it maintains 
and the recognition given everywhere to 
the diplomas held by its graduates. The 
wide approval that is being given to the 
reconstruction of the administrative sys- 
tem is an expression of confidence that in 
these vital matters the University will 
well sustain the high reputation it has won. 


Our Growing War Effort 


Hon. J. L. Ilsley estimates Canada’s 
war expenditures next year at $2,213,000,- 
000, against $1,413,000,000 this year. In 
addition, Canada is to present Britain with 
$1,000,000,000 worth of munitions, mater- 
ials and food, some before the end of the 
present year and the remainder next year. 

The reasons for the increase were also 
given. The army will next year need $997 
millions, against $515 millions this year. 
The navy will require $259 millions, against 
$139 millions this year. The air force will 
need $585 millions, against $258 millions 
for the present year. 

These figures speak for themselves, 
both as to the directions and the extent to 
which our fighting forces are to be ex- 
panded, All three forces are being built up, 
and the rate of increase is in each case well 
up toward 100 per cent. 

Munitions also will call for $355 mil- 
lions, against an expenditure this year of 
$252 millions. Munitions production, it is 
evident from this, is speeding up rapidly 
as the new plants come into full operation. 
This in turn makes possible the expansion 
of the army, navy and air force, while 
keeping a steadily growing volume of 
equipment moving to our Allies. 

Like last year and this year, next year 
is to be marked by accelerating develop- 
ment of our war effort along every line. 


The Air Power “Pendulum” 


News items which came from widely 
separated points over last week-end bear 
on the question of air superiority in the 
Pacific, Australtan and American airmen 
who bombed Japanese bases in New Bri- 
tain reported that no enemy fighters rose 
to combat them. Japanese bombers which 
flew over Port Moresby kept at extreme 
altitude, dumped their bombs at random, 
and scurried for safety. And from a Unit- 
ed States munitions centre came word that 
heavy bombers are at last rolling along 
an assembly line and coming off in mass 
production numbers, 

Australian observers interpret the 
first two items as meaning that the Japa- 
nese are “desperately striving to conserve 
their aircraft”. The third despatch needs 
no interpretation; it plainly means that 
production in U.S. plants is getting into its 
stride, 

Control] of the air gave the Japanese 
every victory they have won, Hitherto 
they have sacrificed planes as though their 
reserves were without limit. If it is true 
that they are now trying to save machines 
they are doing so because replacement 
troubles are in sight; at a time when Allied 
planes are being turned out of the factories 

aster than they ever have been. 

That air superiority will pass from the 
Japanese to the Allies is a mathematical 
certainty. These items suggest that it may 
pass sooner than either has supposed. 


The City Tax Rate 


Edmonton taxpayers are not going to 
like the prospect of a half-mill increase in 
the tax rate. Not so much because of the 
difference this will make in the tax bills, 
as because it marks a definite reversal of 
the downward trend which in recent years 
brought the rate down from 55 mills to 
511% mills last year. This reduced rate was 
still high to the point of being confiscat- 
ory, and it will be anything but welcome 
if even this cannot be maintained. 

Council cannot, however, make a dol- 
lar do duty for something more than this 
amount, and war conditions reflect in the 
expenses of the city as they do in the 
Pe emg of a household. To collect more 
dollars is the only way to make ends meet 
when the present rate of income leaves no 
margin to the good. 

A major factor in the calculation is 
the new item of $140,000 to pay cost-of- 
living bonusses to the civic servants, On 
the other side of the account, there will 
be an increase in the amount of exemp- 
tions to taxpayers who are on active ser- 
vice, departmental revenues are expected 
to fall off somewhat and utilities’ earnings

in three years it is necessary to capitalize 
the city’s share of certain local improve;

to Balance Higher Costs 
of Production 


By HAROLD L. WEIR 

Much has been said, in at- 
tempted justification of the Do- 
minion Government's fixed price 
of 90 cents per bushel on wheat, 
of the tremendously increased 
revenues that will accrue to the 
farmers of the western  prov- 
inces during the coming crop 
season, 

The figures 
ate dazzling. But, 
in comparison 
with other fig- 
ures of war pro- 
duction, they are 
not convincing. 

In 1941-42, the 
Dominion Gov- 
ernment permit- 
ted the market- 
ing a ig a 

ion ushels, 
which, at the Harold L. Welr 
fixed price of 70 cents per bushel, 
provided for farm income fromm 
wheat about $125,000,000. 

Since a very short crop was 
harvested in 1941, wheat deliv- 
eries may not exceed 200 million 
bushels, and the return to wheat 
producers will be about $106,- 
000,000, 

In raising the per-bushel re- 
turn from wheat and the amount 
of wheat permitted to be market- 
ed from 230 million bushels to 
280 million bushels, the potential 
wheat income of the prairie prov- 
inces, it is estimated by Ottawa, 
will be raised from $125,000,000 
in 1941-42 to about $205,000,000 
in 1942-43, provided the full 
amount of the authorized mar- 
ketings {s available. 


Substantial Increase 


Thus, on paper, and with no 
regard to the production figures 
of other war industries, the Gov- 
ernment’s proposals in connection 
with price and authorized mar- 
ketings involve a substantial in- 
crease in the income of wheat 
producers. 

The Government also argues 
that when this income from 
wheat is placed alongside a large 
income which is now accruing to 
producers from the sale of live- 
stock products and grains other 
than wheat, Western Canada 
should be assured of a mater- 
jally increased income In 1942-43 
providing crop conditions are 
reasonably good, 

If farm revenues from sources 
other than wheat, they say, in- 
crease moderately and if an 
average crop is harvested in 
1942-43, farm revenues, it {is 
estimated, should reach $475,000,- 
000 in the prairie provinces dur- 
ing. the coming crop “car, as 
compared with about $350,000,- 
000 in 1941-42, exclusive of sub- 
sidies in both cases, 


Conditional 


Increased Revenue Fails’ 
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penditures zoomed into astrono- 
mical proportions and before war 
finance divorced itself from 
orthodox monty and became a 
matter of bookkeeping entirely, 
this suggested increase in the 
farm income might have provid- 
ed a satisfactory answer to the 
plaint of the western farmer for 
the amelioration of his lot. 

But the superficially hopeful 
tone of this estimated increase 
loses importance and fails to con- 
vince for a number of vital rea- 
sons, 

The first is that the rosy pic- 
ture painted in Parliament of the 
farmers’ improving conditions is 
obviously dependent upon too 
many “ifs” and “shoulds”, For 
instance: 


“If the full amount of the 
authorized marketings ig avail- 
able.” 

“If farm revenues from sources 
other than wheat increase.” 

“If crop conditions are reason- 
ably good.” 

The promised amelioration of 
the farmer’s position is far too 
conditional. 

In normal times, no one could 
object, to that. The farmer would 
have to take his chance on world 
and climatic conditions the same 
as anyone else. 

But these are not normal times. 
Agriculture is no longer a com- 
petitive industry. It is a war in- 
dustry, ranking equally with the 
production of planes and tanks 
and munitions, 


It is to be noted that the re- 
turns provided for the manufac- 
ture of these latter war supplies 
are not conditional upon “ifs” 
and “shoulds”, 

The maker of guns and planes 
is guaranteed a profit of five 
per cent on his »production no 
matter how much that produc- 
tion may cost, As a matter of 
fact, production cost is no longer 
a factor in’ war industry. The 
thing is to produce. 

Why, then, should the farmer, 
engaged in an essential and prim- 
ary war industry, be subjected to 
limitations and conditions from 
which munitions - makers are 
freed? 

Why should his returns be 
conditional upon weather, mois-

Now it comes to light that in 
some Of the provinces where poor 
houses still exist there is an act 
debarring inmates of such insti- 


member proposed an amendment 
to the Act nullifying such dis- 
franchisement, Discussion took 
place, in which the leaders of all 
parties took part. The argument 
raised by those opposed to the 
amendment was to the effect that 
provincial law must be upheld 
and no interference to come from 
Ottawa. This stand was still 
maintained even after a member 
had disclosed that provincial laws 
of this nature had been disre- 
garded for twenty years past in 
general elections, citing the 
case of the women in Quebec. 

A vote was taken. On the side 
of the granting of the franchise 
to the inmates of these institu- 
tions were listed the names of all 
the New Democracy members, all 
C.C.F, members and some Con- 
servatives, The amendment was 
defeated and we were shocked to 
note on the list of those opposing 
the amendment the names of 
some of the western members 
who were sent to Ottawa to re- 
present a people who have out- 
grown institutions of this order. 

The poor house inmates are to 
be disfranchised, debarred from 
the status of citizenship in this 
coming plebiscite. 

This disfranchisement is of in- 
mates of these institutions only, 
not of the recipients of old age 
pensions. These men and women 
helned build Canada, and are the 
fathers and mothers of the men 
of Canada—but for the grace of 
God your father, your mother, 
dear reader, Are you going to 
allow this matter to pass?

currency and credit and articles 
by Socialist writers, including 
Philip Snowden and Sir Norman 
Angell. M. J. Coldwell, M.P., 
Socialist leader of the C.C.F., is 
quoted as an authority in support 
of the Globe and Mail writer's 
argument that Social Credit 
would pave the way for Com- 
munism.

Canada or elsewhere, They know 
how to handle it. 


Never Been Tried 


It is in this manner of argu- 
ment, however, that people are 
kept away from examining the 
subject at hand, of more immed- 
iate concern, namely, the in- 
creasing tendency of debt finance 
to break down in national emer- 
gencies, Social Credit has never 
been tried. The world has the 
visible evidence, however, of ‘de- 
flation, depression, unemploy- 
ment, privation and war, in re- 
curring periods under the private 
monopoly of credit power, 

The demand for a new dea! in 


monetary policy must tend to 
grow, Many volumes on this sub- 
ject have been published in the 
years since the first modest book 
by Douglas, entitled Economic 
Democracy, appeared in 1919. 
The new economics may never 
be called Social Credit. When 
economic democracy jis ushered 
in, it will doubtless be applaud- 
ed by writers in the financial 
columns of daily newspa , per- 
iodicals and magazines, They will 
profess to have been always in 
favor of this sane reform, but 
only after it has been accepted 
into the established order as the 
result of pioneer work to inspire 
action in a free parliament. 

At the moment, financial writ- 
ers are in the position of having 
to defend the gold standard with- 
out being quite sure whether 


go|there is any gold standard or 


knowing whether to urge that it 
should be restored. It is surely 
“funny money” to have money 
based on gold when there is no 
gold basis.

Wheat, today, stands just as 
far above world markets as guns 
stand above world markets, It is 
absolutely impossible to fix the 
actual value of a tank, for in- 
stance, It is just as impossible to 
fix the actual value of a bushel 
of wheat, 7 

The Government sets up a fic- 
titious value on a tank so far as 
the producer is concerned, guar- 
anteeing him a profit of five per 
cent, The only purpose, there- 
fore, in fixing a price on wheat 
ig to guarantee a reasonable 
profit to the farmer and keep 
him in business, 

The present fixed price of 90 
cents at the lakehead does not 
accomplish that purpose because 
it is an atbitrary price and not a 
parity price, because it bears 
absolutely no relation to his costs 
or to his debt which must be ree 
garded as a charge upon an es- 
sential war plant, 


Parity 


The facts are these: 

The increase in farm revenue 
Trosily forecast by Ottawa does 
not balance the increase in the 
farmers’ production costs, 

The farm revenue is a ridicu- 
lous fraction of the guaranteed 
profits in other Canadian war in- 
dustries, 

The price ‘of 90 cents has been 
offered as a charity measure to 
the farmer rather than as a seri- 
ous effort to incorporate agri- 
culture into the economy of Can- 
ada, 

The promised increase in farm 
revenue bears absolutely no re- 
lation to the essential lifting of 
the farmer's burden of debt 
which, incurred over a period of 
depression through no fault of 
his own, is rightfully regarded 
as an obligation,, not of the ine 
dividual farmer, but of the coun- 
try’s economy as a whole, par- 
ticularly under conditions of 
war. 

It was announced yesterday by 
the Minister of Agriculture for 
Alberta that farm prices are 45 
per cent below the index levels 
of 1926, while manufactures, 
which farmers require, are 45 
per cent above that level. 

What does Ottawa propose to 
do about that disparity? 

Expediency demands a main- 
tained price of at least one dollar 
a bushel for wheat at point of 
shipment, by the same means as 
the United States maintains its 
price of $1.29 per bushel. It de- 
mands the amortization of the 
farmer's debt extending his 
principal over at least twenty 
years and reducing the interest 
to at least three per cent. 

It demands the absorption of 
shipping costs as the production 
costs of other war industries are 
absorbed. 

The farmer must produce on 
a parity with other war indus- 
tries. There is no solution for the 
farmer's problem except in par- 
ity prices, 


Ancient, Historic Press 


FROM THE TORONTO GLOBE 
AND MAIL 

The death of Mr. J. H. Petty- 
piece, publisher of the Forest 
Free Press since 1888, removes 
another of the country’s veteran 
newspapermen. He was 86 years 
of age, In addition to his news- 
paper activities, Mr. Pettypiece 
was from 1898 to 1905 Liberal 
member of the Ontario Legisla- 
ture for East Lambton; and he 
was well-known throughout the 
province, 

The death of this octogenarian 
publisher revives older associa- 
tions of the newspaper business. 
It is recalled that at one time Mr. 
Pettypiece owned the old hand- 
press used by William Lyon Mac- 
kenzie, and now cared for by the 
Niagara Parks Commission. After 
its rescue from Toronto Bay, 
into which it was dumpéd by the 
“patriots” in 1826, it was used

again by Mackenzie during the 
period leading up to the trouble 
of 1837, 

Then the old press found its 
way to the Parkhill Gazette. Fire 
in this plant took additional toll 
of the handpress’ usefulness, and 
it reposed for some time on a 
local scrap-heap. 

More than 60 years ago Mr. 
Pettypiece located and repaired 
the press, and until its acquisi- 
tion by the Parks Commission it 
was in usé as part of the mechan- 
ical equipment of the Forest Free 
Press. 

Thus rung the story of an an- 
client and historic piece of print- 
ing machinery; and during its 
earlier days every newspaper in 
the country had at least one press 
like it. A feature of the old-style 
handpress was the simplicity of 
its mechanism; also the fact that 
only fire or water damage could 
impair its usefulness.

Oil Drilling | 
Regulations 
Slackened Up 


Holders of ofl leases, who have 
been notified thag they must have 
drilling equipment on their land 
by September 1, 1942, to com- 
mence development, will have 
their cases dealt with on indi- 
vidual merits,*in view of the 
present difficulty in obtaining 
equipment, Hon. N. E. Tanner, 
minister of lands and mines, told 
the legislature Wednesday. 

The minister made this statement 
in reply to a question by J. C. 
Mahaffy, Ind. Calgary, who asked 
whether any change was to be made 
in the government order requiring 
a start in development work if 
lease-holders were to retain their 
holdings. Mr. Mahaffy said that 
there was considerable difficulty 
now in obtaining drilling outfits, 

“We shall deal with these lease- 
holders on their individual merits,” 
Mr, Tanner said. “The purpose of 


the notice was to draw to the atten- 
jen of these lease-holders that they 
must have drilling equipment on 
the land within one year. 

“There are a large number of 
leases, given in this province even 
before the province took over the 
natural resources, on which no de- 
velopment has been done. 

“They were allowed to carry on 
without doing any development but 
now they have been told that they 
must have drilling equipment on 
the land by September 1, 1942, We 
know, of course, that equipment is 
more difficult to obtain now than 
it was at the time the notice was 
given. 

“However, we have also made a 
proviso that lease-holders can con- 
solidate with other lease-holders in 
order to have drilling equipment 
covering several leases.”

Reasons For 
Lower Grant 


The Saskatchewan government, 
in negotiations with the Dominion 
on compensation for wartime 


transfer of income and corpora- 
tion taxes to the federal authority 
obtained a “better deal” than Al- 
berta by more than $2,000,000, D. 
M, Duggan, Ind. Edmonton, said 
in the legislature Wednesday. The 
member declared that either the 
federal government or the Alberta 
government was responsible for 
this, 

Mr, Duggan spoke when the house, 
in committee of the whole, was dis- 
cussing the bill authorizing the tax 
transfer agreement. he bill was 
approved in committee and report- 
ed for third reading. Under the 
terms of the agreement, the Do- 
minion will pay Alberta $4,080,218 
yearly, the amount collected in pro- 
vincial income and _ corporation 
taxes in 1940, 

Mr. Duggan asked Hon, Solon 
Low, provincial treasurer, for a 
statement concerning the relative 
merits of the agreements made by 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, 


GIVEN CHOICE 

Mr. Low replied that the prov- 
inces had been offered, as com- 
pensation for ceding their income 
and corporation tax rights, either 
an amount corresponding to their 
tax collections in 1940 or federal 
servicing of the provincial debt 
charges. 

The letter option had been ac- 
cepted by Saskatchewan, as the 
cost of servicing its debt was $4,- 
330,000, while its taxes on income 
and corporations were only §$2,095,- 
000. It had accepted the amount 
of its debt charges, less the amount 
collected in succession duties in 
1940. 

Alberta, he said, collected $4,084,- 
000 in taxes, while its debt servic- 
ing costs were only $2,729,000 at the 
reduced rates of interest being paid 
by the province. Alberta succession 
duties were $417,000, 

DEPENDS ON INTEREST 

“If we were paying the full inter- 
est rate on our bonds, the debt 
option would be the better option,” 
Mr. Low said. 

“Why did Saskatchewan make a 
better deal when its taxes were only 
$2,095,000?” Mr, Duggan asked. “Did 
the minister of finance offer Alberta 
the debt option on the basis of full 
interest rates on its debt?” 

“No. but we were told fhat, should 
Alberta see fit to restore its interes: 
rates, we could come back to the 
Dominion and ask for this portion,” 
the minister replied. 

“Have you done it?” Mr. Duggan 
asked. 

“Not as yet,” Mr, Low said, “But 
we were told that if we refunded 
our debt we could again approach 
the Dominion.” 


STILL IN DARK 
“I am still wondering whose fault 


it was that Alberta has to suffer a | 


loss of $2,000,000 to $2,500,000 be- 
cause we didn't make the same type 
of agreement as Saskatchewan,” Mr. 
Duggan said. 

Hon. W. A. Fallow, minister of 
public works, here interjected, “We 
might ask why the Dominion has 
handed out thousands of dollars to 
British Columbia, Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan and hardly any ww 
Alberta.” 

To Mr. Duggan's query, Mr. Low 
said, “I'm afraid I can't answer 
that. Prince Edward Island and 
Nova Scotia found themselves in the 
position where the debt servicing 
option was more favorable and they 
dealt on that basis, ‘ 


NO HELP TO PEOPLE 

“If Alberta was paying it$ con- 
tractual interest rates and accepted 
the debt option, it would not help 
the people of Alberta any more. Ii 
would just mean that the bondhold 
ers would get the money.” 

“You can't tell me that the gov- 
ernment of Canada if it had taken 
over our debt, would continue to 
pay five and five-and-a-half per 
cent. for more than a short time, It 
would soon refund the debt at a 
lower rate,” Mr. Duggan said. 

“We were not offered any such 
terms as that,” Mr. Low said. “The 
dominion didn’t offer to take over 
our debt. They only offered to 
pay the cost of servicing the debt 
for the duration of the agreement.” 

“I congratulate the minister on 
the deal he made, but I still want 
to know whose fault it was that 
Saskatchewan made a better one,” 
Mr, Duggan pressed. 

Mr. Low said he could not “fix 
the blame.” 

“I don’t mind fixing the blame,” 
said Hon. Lucien Maynard, K.C., 
minister of municipal affairs. “The 
dominion offered us only two 
alternatives and we made the best 
deal we could.” 

Mr. Duggan said Alberta should 
approach the dominion on the 
question of refunding the provin- 
cial debt and seek to. make a new 
agreement.

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NE of the items expected to come before today’s meeting of city 
council is whether $1,000 should be spent on repairs to the city mar- 


ket building, or whether a new building should be erected at a cost 
of somewhere around $100,000. 


If council has been serious at all about the planning of post-war 
work projects, as it indicated some weeks ago that it was, it should 
waste no time even thinking about a new market building now. 


If there is one urgently needed post-war project for Edmonton, it 


js the building of a modern arena on the present Market Squere—a 
building that will seat at least 8,000 for a hockey game. Market stalls 
should run around the outside of this arena in the form of an arcade. 
The building should also provide a big swimming pool, gymnasiums, 


headquarters rooms for public service organizations, possibly a small 
theatre for amateur talent and office space. 

Regardless of what the present members of council may think about 
this project, it will be built sooner or later—and built right on that 
Market Square. The public demand for it, the city’s Need of it and the 
lack of any other suitable site will eventually force the thing through. 

In the meantime any new market buildings or additions will just be 
a waste of money for they will have to be torn down to make way for 
the Edmonton Arena.

Alberta Seeks 
Assurance Japs 
Out After War 


Notice of a resolution to urge 
the Dominion government to give 
an undertaking that Japanese 
brought to .this province from 
British Columbia be constantly 
supervised and be entirely re- 
moved from the province at the 
end of the war, was given in the 
legislature Wednesday by Roy 8. 
Lee, 8.C., Taber. 

The resolution further demands 
that the Dominion pay any educa- 
tional, medical, supervisional costs 
which would be imposed upon 
local authorities by the gathering 
of the Japanese into communities 
in Alberta. 

The resolution is based on the 
report that a substantial number 
of Japanese are to be moved from 
defence areas of British Columbia 
and many of them brought to Al- 
berta for internment or to provide 
labor on various projects, 

Special supervision is asked in 
order to prevent possible acts of 
sabotage.

By Problem Of 
Market Needs 


Whether a repair job costing 
approximately $1,000 will be made 
to the market building, or a new 
structure, costing between $70,- 
000 and $100,000, erected will be 
determined by the city council 
during the discussion of the civic 
estimates, First meeting to con- 
sider the budget will take place 
on Thursday afternoon, 

Council's finance committee Wed- 
nesday referred to the parent body 
a request from tenants in the mar- 
ket building that a new structure 
be erected. No recommendation was 
made by the committee although 
the city commissioners urged that 
repairs costing $1,000 be made to the 
building as an alternative to the 
tenants’ proposal. 

H. Haughton, spokesman for mer- 
chants renting fish, fruit, meat and 
vegetable stalls in the south section 
of the old building, said that ten- 
ants would be prepared to pay in- 
creased rentals if the council saw 
fit to erect a new market building. 
He stated that conditfons in the part 
of the building in which his stall 
was located were so unsatisfactory 
that he and his neighbors cannot 
compete successfully with nearby 
stores. 

At a previous council meeting 
members of the merchants’ delega- 
tion declared that the old market 
building was unbearably rundown 
and unsanitary and that it would be 
a wise investment for the city to 
replace it with a modern building. 

Market superintendent C. J. Ing- 
ram outlined minor improvements, 
such as ventilation changes, which 
could be made as a temporary 
measure. These improvements 
would cost $1,000. He made no 
recommendation, however, 

City commissioners told aldermen 
it was doubtful ‘if Ottawa would 
permit the construction of a non- 
emergency building of this type

Just because it is upsetting to you 
is another very good reason to re- 
serve these gymnastic performances 
until the baby is better able to en- 
dure them. To continue them in 
the face of your opposition would 
indicate a poor relationship between 
you two parents, and that aspect 
of the problem is as important, in 
a way, as the baby’s reactions.

Geneva convention of 1864 and its 
later amendments, he said. 

“It is the duty of the inter- 
national committeeman to look 
after the ‘welfare of enemy prison- 
ers on behalf of their own Red 
Cross. Possibly. some of you will 
recall that there was quite a hulla- 
baloo about the fact that German 
prisoners in Canada were given a 
turkey dinner last Christmas. 
Somehow it got out that the Red 
Cross had provided it, and national 
headquarters of the Canadian divi- 
sion was swamped with letters 
from indignant Canadians. Well, 
the Red Cross had provided the 
dinners all right, but it was the 
German Red Cross,” he explained. 

He outlined in detail the ship- 
ment of parcels to prisoners of 
war, from the time they are pack- 
ed until they are receiv-d by the 
men and the cards, some of which 
have read “Thanks a million, Can- 
ada,” are returned to the senders.

Oi University 
Meets Defeat 


Motion by J. Percy Page, Ind., 
Edmonton, that the bill to amend 
and consolidate the University 
Act be changed to provide ap- 
pointment of the university pre- 
sident by the board of govern- 
ors of the institution, rather than 
by the Heutenant-governor-in- 
council, was voted down by 
members of the legislature in 
committee, Wednesday. 

The bill, which vests full control 
of the University of Alberta in the 
board of governors, reduces the 
senate from 54 to 25 members and 
transfers the senate's powers in re- 
gard to academic awards to the 
general faculty council, was re- 
viewed in committee of the whole 


and reported for third reading, 
without change from its original 
provisions 


Mr. Page said that a minority 
recommendation in the report of 
the six-man survey committee 
which recently reviewed the uni- 
versity’s administration had sug- 
gested that the president's ap- 
pointment be made on a unani- 
mous selection by the board of 
governors. 

He proposed that the board make 
the appointment but that a two- 
thirds majority be sufficient to ap- 
prove its choice. He said that the 
government still would have a 
measure of control in the matter 
as it appointed the majority of the 
members of the board. 


PREMIER REPLIES i 

Premier William Aberhart, who 
as minister of education sponsored 
the bill, stated that the appoint- 
ment of a president by the lieu- 
tenant - governor - in - council had 
been the method since 1910. He 
added that the main duties of the 
board of governors related to the 
business of the university and he 
felt that for this reason the pre- 
sident should be named by the gov- 
ernment. 

During the afternoon the com- 
mittee reviewed 14 bills and report- 
ed them for third reading. In formal 
session the assembly gave third 
reading to 11 other bills. 


BILLS REPORTED 

Among bills studied in committee 
and reported for third reading were 
debt protective measures, including 
bills amending the Judicature Act, 
the Conditional Sales Act and the 
Limitation of Actions Act, also the 
Legal Proceedings Suspension Act, 
1942. 

The bill to authorize an agree- 
ment between the dominion and 
provincial governments for the 
transfer of corporation and income 
taxes to the dominion during the 
war and a year after also was re- 
ported, together with a compli- 
mentary bill, an amendment to the 
Companies Act, 1929. 

Bills to amend and consolidate the 
Oil and Gas Wells Act and to amend 
the Public Utilities Act also were 
reported. 

NEW CHIEF JUDGES 

The bill to amend the District 
Courts Act also was reported after 
Hon. Lucien Maynard, K.C., min- 
ister of municipal affairs, explained 
that it provided for the appoint- 
ment, by the federal government, of 
a chief judge for the northern Al- 
berta judicial district and another 
for the southern district. These chief 
judges, he said, would have similar 
powers to the chief justices of ithe 
supreme court. 

Also reported for third reading, 
an amendment to the Land Titles 
Act provides that the holder of a 
mortgage or other incumbrance oi 
real property, which would become 
outlawed under the Limitation of 
Actions Act, may,obtain a judgment 
to retain the priority of his claim 
over a subsequent incumbrance. 

Bills amending the Farm Culti- 
vation Lien Act and the Thresher 
Employees’ Lien Act also were re- 
ported ‘for third reading. The bills 
provided for repeal of these acts. 
Hon. D. B. MacMillan, minister of 
agriculture, stated that their pro- 
visions for collection of wages were 
seldom used and that workers had 
remedies under other acts. A bil! 
amending the Dental Association 
Act also was reported.
